SUSPECT SEIZED 


Man Connected with Chicago 
Jewel Robbery Arrested in 
Wennerstrom Case. 


LIVED IN. OLD FACTORY. 


Herbert G. Black, who gays he is a Chicago- 
an and who admits having been involved in 
@ jewel robbery in a Chicago hotel, was 
arrested yesterday by Marshal Auringer of 
Cary, Ill, and Detectives Burke and Mo- 
Millan of Inspector Hunt's staff and is now 
being held at the jail at Cary under sus- 
picion of having been one of the men who 
murdereé Fred W. Wennerstrom a few weeks 
ago. 

Black and a man named Tom Collins weré 
taken in a raid on an abandoned cheese fac- 
tory at Spring Lake, five miles from Cary. 
Marshal Auringer and the two detectives had 
been watching the factory for several days. 
They came upon the two men yesterday at 
noon In a corn field adjacent to the factory 
bullding and placed them under arrest. 

As soon as they reached Cary the coroner's 
jury impaneled to inquire into the cause of 
Wennerstrom's death opened its session. 
Black was put on the stand and told a long 
story of his travels, but refused to admit 
that he knew anything about how Wenner- 
strom Was killed. 


Wennerstrom Verdict Returned. 

The jury after a short deliberation returned 
a verdict that Wennerstrom came to his, 
death by gunshot wounds inflicted by par- 
ties unknown, and recommended that Black 
be held for further examination. Collins 
was released, 

In the raid on the cheese factory Marshal 
Auringer found, among other things, a num- 
ber of garments which appeared to be stained 
with blood. One of these garments was a 
shirt. He also found @ ring on which were 
more than 100 keys. 

The keys are believed to belong to a hotel 
in the Chicago loop, where Black gays he 
was employed until he was suspected in 
connection with the jewel robbery. 

The room in the cheese factory in which 
the men had been living contained a large 
quantity of clothing of various kinds. Black 
would give no explanation of its being there, 
and the authorities are at a loss to account 
for it. * 


Lived Like Wild Man. 

„ am not satisfied with the story that 
Black tells said State’s Attorney Joslyn 
last night, and that is the reason de is 
being held. He can give no logical reason 
for living like a wild man at the abandoned 
cheese factory. . 

“The jewel robbery in which he was in- 
volved, he says, took place at the Auditorium 
hotel. He made the acquaintance of a wom- 
an there while employed&in the hotel as a 
beli boy and took advantage of that ac- 
quaintance to rob her of her gems. The 
keys found at the cheese factory apparently 
are those of several Chicago hotels.”

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FINANCIERS HALT 
PANIC ON STREET 
AS STEEL SLUMPS 


Big Banking Interests Throw 
Support to Market and 
Check Bear Raid. 


ANTI- TRUST SUITS. FEARED 


Doubt as to Government’s inten- 
tions Almost Demoralizes 
Trading. 


STOCKS RALLY JUST IN TIME 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Until the 
big banking interests threw their enormous 
resources to the support of the market Wall 
street today trembled perilously on the brink 
of a panic. 

Uncertainty as to orobable developments 
in the controversy reported to be impending 
between the governmens and the United 
States Steel corporation, looking to the forc- 
ible dissolution of that vast concern, caused 
the market to open with an alarming down- 
ward tendency. 

Not since the panic which grew out of the 
corner in Northern Pacific ten years ago has 
there been such a convulsion of the stock 
market as followed the first offering of 45,000 
shares of Steel common. In spite of the fact 
that news was flashed early in the day's 
trading that Attorney General Wickersham 
had authorized a 4enial of any story that 
the department of justice intended proceed- 
ing for the dissolution of the steel trust, the 
rush of selling grew like a snowball rolling 
down a mountain. 

“No arrangements for the dissolu- 
tien of. the steel trust have been 
made by or, so far as I am aware, | 
proposed te the department of Be 
eral said. 

Selling Orders Accumulate, 

Orders to sell more than 100,000 shares of 
Steel common had accumulated overnight, 
ana the initial offering of 45,000 shares was 
followed by a scramble to unload the remain- 
ing 55.000. This in turn caused others to offer 
large blocks and the price dropped five points 
in a few minutes. This brought the shares 
down to 58%, the lowest figure since 1900 and 
a decline of more than twenty-six points 
from the high price of the present year, estab- 
lished in February. 

What seemed to worry the street most was 
the lack of satisfying news of the govern- 
ment’s intentions and of the Steel corpora- 
tion’s probable action in case it was attacked 
in the courts. Attorney General Wicker- 
gham’'s' statement, being to the effect that 
“so far as he knew ” the department of jus- 
tice had taken no steps in the case, was dis- 
counted by a statement from Washington 
concerning the department's intention to pro- 
ceed vigorously with the investigation of 
corporations suspected of violations of the 
Sherman law. 

Silence Frightens Brokers. 
When no statement was forthcuming from 
directors of the steel corporation the street 
aw.epted the increasingly prevalent rum > 
thar United States Steel was in for the fight 
of its life and brokers scrambled like a flock 
ef sheep aiming to get through the same 
emu hole in the fence at the same time 
And the small hole in this fence was the hope 
of tuloading steel common. Preferred alse 
wos freely offered. 
the same time the uneasiness tn ste! 
furthered the bear raid that was dlreot · d 
against practically all the active ra road 
s ocks. The Hill stocks. St. Paul, Union 
Pacific, and a score of others were thrown 
on the market in the proportions of a tidal 
weve. Great Northern and Northera Pu- 
cific also suffered greatly in the flond of liqut- 
dation. 

The defeat of reciprocity in Cane da was re- 
sponmtile for the raid on the northwestern 
gi angers, but under ordinary cond d: as this 
would not have martered so mch. Com- 
bined with the panicky condition of steel, 
rowever, it helped swel' the demoraliuation 
until almost anything could have happaned 
until almost anything could have happened 
without upsetting many predictions. 
Expecting a day of almost unprecedented 
uneasiness, nearly three-quarters of the trad- 
ers were gathered around the steel post, all 
in a high state of excitement, when the gong 
of the stock exchange rang to announce the 
opening of trading. 

With the first stroke of. the gong there was 
a terrific uproar. At a dosen different places 
in the crowd that swayed violently back 
and forth there were a dozen different prices 
for steel common. 

First Quotation Comes Slowly. 

Quotations ran from 54 to 55% against a 
closing price of 58% yesterday, and traders 
selling the stock at the lower figure almost 
could touch elbows with those dealing at the 
higher. When the reporters who collect the 
statistics for the official ticket finally got the 
dealing straightened out it was found that 
45,000 shares had changed hands in that 
brief period known as the “ opening.” The 
lowest price then was 54. It was only a min- 
ute or two before Steel was touching 53%, 
and then 68%. The preferred opened at 104%, 
touched 108% simultaneously with the scor- 
ing of the lowest figure by the common. 

With complete demoralization of the market 
apparently immune prices fell more and more. 
‘The steel stocks for the time being were stead- 
ied in their decline, but the rest of the list of 
active securities showed the contagion of 
liquidation and their resistance was grow- 
ing slighter and slighter with every renewal 
of the bear drives, |

RECANTS ON HER STORY. 


Mildred Hildey, 17 Years Old, in 
Fraud Trial Reverts to Origi- 
nal Tale; Beauty Doctor 
Hypnotized Her? 


The preliminary hearing of Mrs. Cora V. 
Monro, accused of having swindied Mrs. Ida 
Hildey of 2700 Jackson boulevard out of 
$1,250, was brought toa halt in Judge Harry 
P. Dolan’s court when it suddenly’ became 
apparent to every one in the room, including 
Judge Dolan, that the defendant was exer- 
cising an influence over a witness on the 
stand, a young girl, that amounted practi- 
cally to hypnotism. 

The girl, Mildred Hildey, 17 year old daugh- 
ter of the plaintiff, was placed so that she 
sat directly opposite Mrs. Monro. All the 
time she was testifying her eyes remained 
fixed on those of the defendant. In that 
position she told a story the exact reverte 
of the account of the swindle she had related 
to the prosecuting attorney, William R. Fetz- 
er, a short time before, 


Woman’s Gaze Fixed on Girl. 

Instead of being a witness for the state, she 
became, in fact, a witness for the defense. 

So astonished was Mr. Fetzer that he et 
first thought the girl was deliberately perjur- 
ing herself and betraying her mother. Ques- 
tion after question was put to her and her 
replies were staggering blows to the state. 

Then it was borne upon the prosecutor that 
she was answering each question as mechan- 
ically as a manlkin. He noted, too, the stare 
with which her gaze remained upon the face 
of Mrs. Monro. He turned and found Mrs. 
Monro returning the girl's look with equal 
fixedness. 


Courtroom Goes Into Uproar. 

Then he sprang to his feet and demanded 
that the trial be suspended. ; 

“There is something wrong with this wit- 
ness, he told the court. There seems to be 
some influence here that is thwarting jus- 
tice. In a conference a few days ago this 
girl told me with every evidence of candor 
the exact opposite of the story that she is now 
telling.

In an instant the courtroom was in an up- 
roar. All the attorneys were on their feet, 
and even the dignity of Judge Dolan and of 
Judge Albert H. Schmidt of Manitowoc 
county, Wis., who sat beside him, seemed 
to be ruffied. The Hildey girl had crumpled 
up in her seat and was weeping hysterically. 


Recants Testimony Given on Stand.

Judge Dolan brought the scene to an end 
by ordering Migs Hildey to come to his 
chambers: There she recovered hér com- 
posure and in the presence of the court and 
of the attorneys for both sides she recanted 
the testimony she had just given and gave 
the same account of the swindle that she 
had told Mr. Fetzer. 

“It was Mrs. Monro who made me testify 
as I did.“ she said. “I wanted to answer 
differently, but I couldn't. Mrs. Monro 
looked at me so strangely that I felt like . 
person in a spell. Her eyes were always on 
me lam afraid of her.“ 

Still dazed considerably by the girl’s story. 
the court and the lawyers returned to the 
courtroom. It is impossible under the law 
to exclude a defendant from her own trial 
or for the judge to dictate how she shall look 
at a witness. Judge Dolan therefore had 
Miss Hildey face him in testifying and look 
away from the defendant. In that position 
she repeated the story she had told in the 
judge's chambers. 


Visiting Judge Feels Spell. 

The court then bound Mrs. Monro to the 
grand jury under bond of $1,000. 

Judge Dolan would not say .Mrs. Monro 
had hypnotized Miss Hildey. 

“TI can't go that far,“ he asserted, “ but 
I will say that the defendant is a woman of 
extraordinary personality. She dominated 
the whole courtroom. I won't say I felt her 
influence, but it was apparent to every one 
that the Hildey girl did—in fact, was con- 
trolled by it. 

„Judge Schmidt, who sat beside me all 
through the hearing, also confessed that he 
realized the dominance of Mrs. Monro’s per- 
sonality.” 

Assistant State's Attorney Fetzer was posi- 
tive in stating that the Hildey girl was hyp- 
notized. 


Woman’s Attorney Quits. 

“I don't care whether you call it ‘ being 
under the influence of a dominating pereon- 
ality or not,” he declared. The fact re- 
mains that under the gaze of the Monro 
woman thé Hildey girl wasn't able to tell 
the truth. She answered the questions that 
I put to her just as Mrs. Monro would have 
nad her answer them. She was hypnotized, 
that is all there is to it. Why, a week ago 
Miss Hiléey’s mother fainted in court under 
the gaze of the Monro woman.” 

Mrs. Monro is charged with having ob- 
tained $1,260 from Mrs. Hildey for a share 
in a business to turn gray hair blaek. The 
prosccution asserts that the business was 
fraudulent, and for months nothing was sold.

MYSTERIOUS TELEGRAM DISCOVERED 


Charles W. Allen of Kenosha, Wis., multi- 
millionaire and founder of the leather trust, 
met a violent death at the Palmer house 
yesterday afternoon. 

The circumstances were such that whether 
it was accident or suicide must be determined 
by the coroner. At present the evidence leans 
to the conclusion that deatn was accidental. 

Allen's body was found at the bottom of a 
light shaft in the north wing of the hotel, 4 
few minutes after guests through the build- 
ing had been alarmed by the crash as it 
struck and smashed through the wooden 
floor. . 

The dead man was a senior brother to 
Nathan Allen, who attaineg prominence as a 
result of his indictment ew York recent- 


ly on the charge of smuggling Helen Dwelle 


Jepkins’ jewels, valued at $300,000, into this 
country. It was he who directed Nathan 
Allen’s fight against alleged blackmaiiers in 
this connection, and he is credited with hav- 
ing rescued Nathan from Helen Jenkins. 


Leaves Home with Son. 

Allen’s personal fortune is well over §6,000,- 
000, of which he had much money invested in 
Usted securities: He is known to have had 
20,000 shares of United States Steel. How- 
ever, how miuch he lost by the billion dollar 
shrinkage of securities of the last few day 
fe not known. . —— ER:

He was accompanied 
by Robert W. Allen. his son, who had planned 
to leave for San Francisco later in the day.

He 
talked in the hotel lobby with Dr. J. J. Hart- 
ley, an old acquaintance; W. C. Anderson, 
house officer, and several others. According 
to these friends, Allen was in good spirits. 
He took one drink with them—a glass of ale— 
then walked to the Palmer house, 


Talks to Friend Over Telephone. 

At 11 o'clock in the morning Allen called 
E. C. Thiers, secretary of the N. R. Allen 8 
Sons company at Kenosha over the long dis- 
tance telephone. He complained of suffering 
from an intense headache and said he had had 
an attack of vertigo during the morning. 
In the light of later events one statement 
made by Allen over the phone may have some 
significance. It was: 

I want toask you abo. ne of Nathan's 
affairs that I have not at my own fingers’ 
ends. Then, while I am in Chicago, I am 
going to communicate with him at Drum- 
mond, Mont.“ 

What these affairs were Mr. Thiers would 
not say. What may prove them of impor- 
tance as the one concrete clew was a tele- 
gram found in Allen's room by detectives. 
It was from Drummoné and in cipher. It 
was dated Sept. 15, and had been held at 
the Palmer house for Mr. Allen. 


Mysterious Telegram Found. 

It read as follows: 

Drummond, Mont., Sept. 15.—Charies 
Ww. Allen, via Kenosha, Wis., Palmer 
House, Chicago, III.: Under no circum- 
stances, but automobile for Turner 
ranch. Keno. FRANK. 
What significance the last word in code 

may have is not known. 

It was about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when Mr. Allen went to his room at the 
Palmer house. A quarter hour later came 
the crash of his falling body as it hit the 
bottom of the shaft. The hotel attachés 
who found Allen's body saw that his window, 
four stories above, was open. — 

R. W. Fobes, one of the bellboys sent to 
ascertain the cause of the noise, discovered 
Allen crumpied up in the pit beneath one 
of the windows opening from the parlor floor. 
A groan told that the millionaire still was 
alive. 

When Dr. Gill, the house physician, ar- 
rived, however, Allen's heart had stopped. 

His neck, back, right hip, and jeft arm 

had been broken by the fall. 
Looking up at the window of Allen's room, 
four stories above, the hotel attachés saw 
that it was open. When they lifted up the 
body to carry it to a nearby room. they found 
beneath it the broken pieces of a chair. This 
evidently had made the plunge with Allen, 
for the floor under the body was caved in. 


Im Same Room He Often Used. 

A few minutes later policemen from the 
Central station arrived. They looked at the 
body, examined the bottom of the shaft, and 
asked to be taken to Allen s room. The room 
497, on the fifth floor of the hotel—was the 
same that had been occupied intermittently | 
by Allen since April 1. | 

A pitcher of ice water, apparently un- 
touched. was on a table. Both of the win- 
dows in the room were raised—that below — 
which the body was found as far as the sash 
would go. The sills were nearly twofeet from 
the floor and about two feet wide. The white 
ename! on the sills, worn and scratched by 
years of use, bore no marks to tell the story 
of Allens fall. 

After the police had «ome to the conclusion 
that nothing in the room would bear evidence 
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: jumped the detectives sent for the boy who 


had breught the ice water—Joseph Hyde. 
The boy. who presumably was the last person 
to see Allen alive, said that he had been sent 
to the room not more than ten minutes before 
Allen fell. 


Bellboy Sees Him Last. 

¶ didn’t notice anything peculiar about Mr. 
Allen's actions then,” sald Hyde. When I 
knocked he said Come,“ in the same matter 
of fact tone I hear from guests a hundred 
times a day. 
“The door wasn't locked and I entered. 
Mr. Allen was sitting near the window. 
The back of the chair was tilted against the 
wall. He didn’t get up or pay any atten- 
tion to me. I put the pitcher on the table 
and went out, closing the door behind me.” 
Hyde indicated the spot where the chair 
hed stood. The edge of its back would 
have been within an inch of the side of the 
window frame. It would have been possible 
for Allen to lose his balance and fall side- 
ways through the window, carrying the 
chair with him as he fell. 
One of the detectives put the only chair 
then in the room against the wall, and found 
that there was only a remote chance that 
Allen—a tall, big boned man—could have 
fallen in the manner suggested. 


Hotel Manager Starts Inquiry. 

W. C. Vierbuchen, manager of the hotel, 
began an investigation and heard a report 
that the broken chair had been lying at the 
bottom of the shaft for several days. He 
could not substantiate the report and was 
inclined to discredit it when Kittle Kowisky, 
a chambermaid, told him that there had been 
two chairs in the room when she had cleaned 
it in the morning.

Mr. Allen’s visits to Chicago were so fre- 
quent that he had a room at the hotel per- 
manently. The room, one of the least ex- 
pensive in the hotel, reflected the eccen- 
tricity bespoken by his clothing. The room 
was small and plainly furnished. Its two 
windows opened on the shaft. From the 
shaft came all its air and light. 

In this Se re many important deals 
involving often ndreds of thousands were 
discussed and closed, Alen frequented the 
Palmer house mainly to meet cattlemen from 
the west. Fraternizing with them socially, 
he spent many evenings negotiating for the 
purchase of large quantities of hides. Since 
the establishment of the business with him- 
self as a partner he had done all the buying. 


Say He Worried About Nathan. 

Z. G. Simmons of Kenosha, president of 
the Simmons r company and 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Telegraph com- 
pany, has been an intimate friend of Mr.

Mr. Allen's death is the greatest lose

With the low prices touched in the New Tork 
stock marketyesterday anckthe low quotations 
made in the present downward movement, 
thirty leading railroad and twenty-five in- 
dustrial stocks showed a shrinkage in mar- 
ket values of 31.200, 683.312. compared with the 
high prices in 1911. Most of this deprecia- 
tion has occurred in the last seven weeks, be- 
ginning with the downward tendency early 
in August. 

Among the industrial stocks the United 
States Steel shares have led in the amount 
of decline, both in the number of points and 
the dollars represented. Steel common has 
shrunk 628.875 a share, or $146,771,625, while 
the preferred stock has declined §17.876 a 
share, or $68,502,875. The losses in both insuee 
totals §210,274,500. 
| International Harvester common has 

dropped $30.25 a share, or $24,200,000, in the

Wall Street Potential Factor. 
The heavy declines in market values may 
be attributed to many causes. But without 
regard to the merits of opinions held the at- 
titude assumed by Wall street toward the 
political situation and the operations of the 
government in enforcing the Sherman anti- 
trust law has been the most potential force in 
the markets. New York is in reality the finan- 
cial headquarters of thé railroad and indus- 
trial concérns of the country. The sentiment 
which obtains there casts its shadow or ita 
light over the whole country so far as securi- 
ties and money transactions therein are con- 
cerned, 
It has not been contended in any quarter 
that credits were disturbed or that money 
was difficult to borrow. These are funda- 
mental ordinarily in shaping public confi- 
dence.

He plays fast and 
loose between capital and labor, unconsciously 
hypocritical, deallng in platitudes and winking 
at corruption, and passes from Office to office till 
he is made governor of the state. Another 
secondary character, and withal the most charm- 
ing one in the book, is Selma Gordon, @ free 
natured girl, half American, half Russian, who 
assists Dorn on his paper, and is finally married 
to him. 

But it is upon Jane Hastings, highly edu- 
cated-yet III trained, self approving but really 
selfish, vain and crafty, upon whom Phillips 
lavishes that inimitable satiric art which has 
placed him in th front ranks as a critic of 
American women.

Dr Martin, by the way, 
“ig said to have made the statement that the 
combined efforts of Christianity in China 
could show less than a dosen honest, intelli- 
gent converts. 

Dr. Martin objects to the “ malodorous 
name of the oplum war. He believes it con- 
veys the impression that England waged war 
on China for the sole purpose of compelling 
her to keep an open market for Indian opium. 


Grounds for Opium War.” 
Nothing could be more erroneous The 
British had ample grounds for a just war 
in indignities put upon British subjects.” 
In 1816 a British ambassador 
wes denied audience with the emperor be- 
cause he declined to perform the kotow or 
the nine prostrations! A few years latera 
British “superintendent of trade was de- 
nied an interview with the governor of Can- 
ton.” More terrible than this, his letters were 
rejected because they were not stamped with 
the word “ petition.” 

The Chinese admit that it was rather high 
handed to destroy $9,000,000 worth of opium. 
But, as Dr Martin points out, opium is not 
tea; England was dealing with China, not 
with the colonies.

BERLIN, Sept. 22.— Berlin's American col- 
ony has been plunged into mourning by the 
death of its oldest member, Herman Kreis- 
mann, an old, time Chicagoan, who passed 
away this week in Switzerland at the age 
of 81 years.

The funeral will take place in Berlin on 
Sunday under the auspices of the Ami 
chamber of commerce, of which Mr. Kro. 
mann served as president during the f 
two years of its existence. 


Mr. Kreismann was one of the few gur 8 


viving intimate friends of President Lincoln. 
He made the acquaintance of the 
president while serving as city clerk in M- 
cago, where he was oné of the 51 
ers among the German voters. 

He campaigned for and with Mr. Lincoln 
throughout Illinois and the northwest and 
used to boast that he often slept with the 
great emancipator. 

Lincoln appointed Kreismann 
the American legation in Berlin in 1861, this 
being the president's first diplomatic * ap- 
polntment. —— ton was later made con- 
sul general by Lincoln and served in that 
capacity until he resigned from the governu~ 
ment service to interest himself In Berlin's 
budding street railway system. 

He eventually became head of the system 


and reorganized it on American lines, sud?

in this city—had shared his fate. 
Chicagoans were proud of the gallantry 
of Mulligan and his men. The confeder- 
ates outnumbered them eight to one, and 
yet they held out for nine days until lack 
of ammunition, food, and water forced 
them to surrender. They were new to the 
arts of war, but they had the undaunted 
spirit of veterans. They might have held 
out a little longer than they did had it not 
been that a home guard regiment which 
formed part) of his command raised the 
white flag. ‘eye es 
Lexington would not have been taken but 
for the slow movements of some of Col. 
Mulligan’s superiors. Either Fsemont, 
Pope, or Sturgis should have got reinforce- 
ments to him in time.

That address, delivered 
at a banquet of congratulations to one of 
the leaders of the bar, Mr. S. S. Gregory, 
newly chosen president of the American 
Bar association, gained force in contrast 
to the amiable complacences which char- 
actertne not only such occasions, but other 


«meetings of lawyers where complacency is 


less justified. . 

The truth of the matter is and has been 
for years that the Chicago Bar association 
shirks. As the representative organiza- 
tion in this community of the legal pro- 
fession it has not exercised, and it has 
not seemed to care to exercise, the strong 
and persistent influence over the practice 


of the Jaw and the administration of legal 


justice which it is bound to do on moral, 

elvie, and professional grounds. ~, 
The lawyer is not e red in a private 

business. He is a quasi-public official, 


an officer of the court, and an intégral 


part of the public administration. Col- 
lectively, in such an association as a bar 
association, lawyers are, or ought to be, 
looked upon as directly and practically ro- 
sponsible for the ethics of practice, the 
efficiency of legal machinery, the tone and 
quality of the judiciary. 

It is true that our judges are elected by 
popular vote and that under this system 
of choice certain men who have a popular 
personal following or prganized support of 
A political or other nature will be chosen 
in spite dt unfitness for the judicial office 
and in spite of the expressed disapproval 
of the expert opinion of the bar. 
~ But it is also true that in the main the 
recommendations of bar primaries have 


been followed by voters, and it is true that 


had the Chicago Bar association been more 
dynamic, more insistent upon the main- 
tenance of high standards of manners and

SIR WILFRID LAURIER. ; 

Before the election Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
announced that if the Liberals were defeated 
he should retire to private life. They have 
been beaten and doubtless he will be as 
good as his word, though much importuned 
by a party in whose tanks there appears 
no equally able leader to keep his old place. 
No one can blame him tor retiring. He has 
been on the fighting line all his life. At 
the age of 70 % can with justice demand 
that he be mustered out of the service. 

Then there will pass out of public life 
the second of the two preéminently great 
party Jeaders the Dominion has known. 
The other—the first to go—was Sir Joho 
Macdonald, the chief of the Conservatives. 
Although no two mén could have been 
more unlike in many respects, each in turn 
was the dictator of Canadian policies. 

The great Conservative leader was a 
Scotchman and a Presbyterian; Sir Wil- 
frid is a French Canadian and a Catholic. 
The one was bluff in manner and blunt in 
speech, intolerant of opposition; the other 
is courteous, tactful, and persuasive. The 
one had little education, and the other 
much. They were alike in that they knew 
how to govern men. 

During the fifteen l years of Sir 
Wilfrid's reign he has cHanged his policy 
more than once without impairing his pres- 
tige. He came into power as the head of a 
party pledged to overthrow the protective 
policy of the Conservatives, and yet he bas 
modified it but little. First he said he 
would not send troops to the Boer war, 
and then he did. But in one thing he has 


been consistent—in upholding the absolute 


independence of Canada as far as internal 
and some foreign affairs are concerned. 


Canada has gone much farther in that di- 
rection under him than it would have gone 
under a Conservative and imperialist 
régime. 

Sir Wilfrid’s work for Canada is ended.

F your house does not have a porch it is 
not It to build one. The following 
met is recommended by Dr. T. 8.

and ing in the Open Air,” published 
by the National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis: 

It a special porch for winter use is to be 
bullt, place it on the south side of the sec- 
ond story of the house, with an entrance into 
a room which can be used by the patient. 
For a passageway to the porch cut one ot 
the rs down to the floor and put 
a door three feet eight inches wide, so that 


the bed can be rolled from the room to the 


porch: Without difficulty. If the room is not 


heated hy some other means, a stove should 


be use and the air kept warm, so that the 


patient.may have a comfortable place for 
dressing, eating, and to enter when chilled. 
Build the porch out from the door ten feet 
wide. by ten feet long and seven or more in 
height from floor to ceiling. Place glass 
and sush on the side of tle porch most ex- 
posed to the weather, and hang canvas cur 
tains on rollers to inclose the open sides in 
stormy. weather. Lay the floor with nar- 


row spruce rds, using white lead and oil 
to fill in the cracks, at a grade of one inch 
to five feet, that water will not stand 


during stormy weather. A porch of this 
kind can be built in small towns and in the 
country for from 350 f $100, the cost de- 
pending upon the class of material used and 
the way the porch is finished, 

A useful porch can be built for 512 or 
$15 with cheap or second hand lumber, and 
it only large enough to receive the bed and 
a chair will still be effective for the outdoor 
treatment. The roof can be made with a 
canvas curtain or a few boards and some 
tar paper. ‘The end most exposed to the 
wind and rain and the sides below the rail- 
ing should be tightly boarded to prevent 
drafts. A window can be used for the ap- 
proach, but it will be more convenient if it 
is cut down to the floor and a small Dutch 
door put in below the window sash. See- 
ond and third story porches are supported 
from the ground by long 4x4 posts, or, when 
small, they can be held by braces set at an 
angle from the side of the house.

Fruits ‘that cannot be made clean by one of these

Hives. ts an eruption of the skin in the nature of 


| a neuralgia. Just as behind the eruption there is 


nevfalgia, so behind the neuralgia there ls a cause. 
There are many different causes of hives. Some- 
times one is responsible, sometimes another. ‘There 
is no cause of hives that is common to every case. 
The thing to dois to find what has been the cause 
in euch individual case. Probably food poisoning 
is the most frequent cause. Sometimes the food 
which bas caused it is of good quality, at other 


. 
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times it is not. When the food is of goed quality 


the person has a Marity, called an idiosyn- 
crasy, that makes it harmful to him though harm- 
less to others. Sometimes a wholesome article of 
food, too long persisted in, cadses ek. 
stange, some people get h from eating straw- 
bepries day after day or fram eating buckwheat 
daily. There is only one rule to follow, and that 
is to find out the particular cause of that particu- 
lar case of hives and to remove that cause.

R. 8. asks the symptoms of the tapeworm, 
its effect on the system, the ‘best methods 
of t its prevention and cure.

There is no symptom of tapeworm that is of 
much valie except finding the worm in the ex- 
cretion. bnormal /hunger, digestive disturbance, 
and some paleness suggest tapeworm, but thes 
symptoms also suggest a number of other things. 
A particular search of the feces repeated 4 num- 
ber of times, especially after taking laxatives, 16 
about the only method that is of any value. 2 
the little squares or chains of squares are fou 
there is no difficulty in recognizing them as tape- 
worm. On the other hand; people are prone to 
think any ordinary remnants of food are worms, 
The method of prevention is to see to it that no 
raw meat is eaten. The smoking. of fish will not 
kill these parasites. They will not be killed by the 
curing of sausage, the pitkling of meat, or the 
preserving of ham; therefore sausage, fish, and 
meats should be cooked before they are eaten re- 
gardiess of whether they have been cured or not. 
Cured meats which cannot be cooked should not be 
eaten. An additional precaution that is advisable, 
though not always necessary, is that the hams 
should always be washed #efore being eaten.

STIFF JOINTS AND DRINKING 

WATER. 

W A. F. writes: The water supply of 
this suburb is obtained from deep wells and 
is said to contain a large percentage of lime. 
To the presence of lime is attributed a grow- 
ing stiffness of the knee and ankle joints 
from which the writer and several of. his 
neighbors suffer. Will you kindly suggest 
a method of eliminating the lime or of neu- 
tralizing its pernicious effect? 


REPLY. 


It is probable the stiffness of the knee and ankle 
joints complained of is due te other causes than 
in the water. There is no f that people 
who habitually drink hard water are any more 
prone toward stiff joints than those who drink 
softer waters. Water softening is a distinct 
industry. There are several firms in Chicago 
which are engaged in the water softening busi- 
ness. Their method of procedure is to take a 
mineral analysis of the water or to have one 
made; to study it and to determine what is the 
proper method of softening it. The method varies 
with the chemical constitution of the water.

DOES KIDNEY TROUBLE CAUSE 
BRAIN TROUBLE? 
C. A. H. asks: Does kidney and bladder 
tfouble affect the mind of a person over 85 


years old?” \ 
REPLY. * 

It is much more likely that the mental tfouble 
in this person is due to age than to the kidney 
and bladder trouble. In fact the kidney and 
bladder trouble are probably due to the experiences 
that belong to the wear and tear of a long life, just 
as the mental trouble is.

BAD AIR IN A BASEMENT. 

T. R. says he is employed in the basement 
of a wholesale house where the air is bad. 
He asks will a five mile walk and deep 
breathing. while walking “overcome” the 
bad air absorbed in the lungs during the day? 

REPLY. 

A five mile walk and deep breathing will over- 
come much of the effects of bad air abgerbed during 
the day, by reason of working in the basement of 
a wholesale house where the air is bad. At the 
same time it is doubtful ff it will overcome it all. 
My advice to you is to find employment in a better 
ventilated place. Eye shades are not dad for the 
eyes. They shade off much of the light that is com- 
ing from improper angles.

Dispensation is only granted on the most 
solemfi undertaking on the part of the appli- 
cant that the children born of the union shall 
be brought up Roman Catholics. This under- 
taking Prince George would not and could 
not allow his bride to give, since the Greék 
constitution requirés that all the princes and 
princesses of the reigning house, born as 
such, shall be brought up members of the 
Orthodox Greek church. Indeed, it is a ques- 
tion. Whether Prince George would not have 
forfeited his children's rights of succession 
to the throne,of Greece had he permitted 
them to be brought up Roman Catholics. 

The papacy has been strict in the matter of 
mixed marriages among the sovereign houses 
of Europe since its dispute with the Crown 
Prince and Crown Princess of Roumania. 
The Roumanian crown prince, like all the 
members of the Sigmaringen branch of ‘the 
Hohenzollerns, is a Roman Catholic, while 
the crown princess, a princess of Great Frit- 
ain and Ireland, was born and bred a member 
of the Church of England. Pope Leo XIII. 
granted a dispensation for thetr marriage on 
the understanding that the children shouid 
be brought up Roman Catholics, Instead of 
this the pledges were violated and the chu. 
dren have been reared members of the Or- 
thodox Greek rite.

Sept. 18.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I— The editorial in TER TRIBUNE of 
the 17th, under the heading, “Nolo Con- 
tegdere, is the most interesting printed 
matter on the subject of the enforcement of 
the anti-trust law that has fallen under my 
notice. 

If the Sherman law is right. then there Is 
full Warrant for the suggestions made by Mr. 
Walker as friend of the court. But ff it fs 
wrong, aS I have no doubt it is then the 
course pursued by the judictary is right, with 
this exception. If the jaw is wrong. then the 
judiciary must determine why it is wrong 
and then act accordingly. Ifthe law is wrong 
because its provisicns violate constitutional 
provisions, it should be held to be of no 
validity.

Fails to Identify Objects 
at Boyhood Home. 


SAYS HE’S ‘ALL THROUGH.’ 


Resents Attempt to Trap Him; 
Doctor Declares Stranger 
an Impostor.

Niles, Mich., Sept. 22 — [Special. I—-Mrs. 
Julia Estella Kümmel today stands on the 
verge of repudiating the man who claims to 
be her son, George A. Kimmel. 

This man, maintaining to the end that he is

These were the principal developments of 
the most trying day for the mother and 
Kimmel since the latter was released 
from the Auburn penitentiary. Mrs. Kiw- 
mel says she is waiting only for the decision 
of her daughter, Mrs. Edna Kimmel Bon- 
stett of Chicago, before declaring the so- 
called man of mystery an impostor and a 
fake. 

“He has not identified one thiag in our 
eld home. He has said things that any 

stranger might say. He hasn't said a word 
that could possibly place him as my dear 
boy.’ Mrs. Kimmel said today. 


„Kimmel“ Contradicts Woman. 

Kimmel said that he had recognized 
several things at the home where he claims 
to have lived as a young man. He denied 
forcibly many of the statements made by 
Mrs. Kimmei as he denounced her for be- 
traying him. 

What he oonsidered a betrayal was an 
afternoon meeting at the old home, at which 
Andrew J. Hunt, a business man of Arkansas 
City, Kas., and an intimate acquaintance of 
George Kimmel, was concealed until Kim- 
mel reached an inner room. The eequence 
Was dramatic. 

How do you do?” said Hunt. 

“I can’t stay here, Kimmel said, catch- 
ing up his hat and running from the house, 
as Mrs. Kimmel implored him to remain. 
Hunt tried to intercept him and grabbed for 
him, but the man of mystery tore himself 
loose and hurried down the street.

New Passenger Service to the Pacific 
Coast Starts. 


upward tendency in railroad 
freight traffic as indi¢ated by the extent to 
which the roads are making use of their 
equipment, is shown by the fortnightly bul- 
letin issued yesterday by the committee on 
relations between railroads of the Americap 
Railway association. 

The bulletin shows that for the period end- 
ing Sept. 30 the total number of surplus 
freight cars on the roads of the Uniteé 
States, Canada, and Mexico had been re- 
duced to 70,722, which is the lowest figure 
reported since Dec. 21 last year. This repre- 
sents a decrease in two weeks of 18/144 cars, 
of which 8,689 are box cars, 5,454 coal cara 
and 4,414 miscellaneous. 

The report shows, however, that ther 
are still more cars sidetracked owing to lack 
of demand for them than for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, when a total 
of 54,890 was reported. 


y Held for Grain Shipping. 

The demand for box cars in the northwest 
to handle the grain is considered respons! 
ble for the decrease in surplus equipment. 
The bulletins issued by the committee show 
an almost continual decrease in surplus since 
March 1, when the total was 192.000. Since 
that time there has been but one report to 
show an increase. The bulletin also shows 
shortages in various parts of the country 
aggregating 6,439 cars, an increase of 2,114.

New passenger service, both standard and 
tourist, from Chicago to the Pacific cOast 
has been inaugurated by the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and the Chicago and 
Northwestern railways to replace that for- 
merly operated over the Burlington and Rock 
Island.
